Even Attorney General 
John Mitchell, a man hardly enraptured with 
news broadcasting, has pointed out that the 
heedless use of subpoenas may sap “the 
vigor of our press institutions.” 

The subpoena issued to CBS news, and the 
- contempt citation stemming from it, pose 
the very same threat ... 

The accuracy of “The Selling of the Penta- 
gon” is not at stake here. That remains an 
eminently debatable item. What is not de- 
batable indeed, what is plain beyond dis- 
pute — is House Resolution 170’s threat to 
the freedom of the press. 

If the Congress can censure CBS for one 
= • program, it can censure any news medium 
: for any presentation it considers, unpalat- 

able . 

• Should we jeopardize our most cherished 
tradition, freedom of the press, just to slap 
the wrist of CBS? Should we establish a 
precedent that might inhibit every news, 
medium,: however responsible, from deal- 
ing in controversy or looking into govern- 
ment activities? 

. I do not think so, Mr. Speaker. It is not 
worth it 

A free marketplace in ideas — a forum that 
encourages everyone to speak his mind — 
will yield the “truth” far more readily than 
a meek and intimidated press under govern- 
ment yoke.
